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ROCHDALE 



TORONTO (CUP) --Politics and 
iinfitruciurod oducatlcn don't mix 
very well within the conQnes ol 
Rochdale College, 18-storey free- 
school and co-op. 

Certainly, they didn't mix well 
enouRli lor Andy Wernlck, a leading 
Opire In the radical Toronto Stu- 
dent Movement, wlio recently resig- 
ned trom the 12-man council of 
Rochdale, charginR the InstftuUon 
was bourgeois, anti-lntellectuttl, 1- 
deallst—and antl-unlon. 

According to Wernlck, other mem 
bers of the Roctidale council have 
manipulated the situation within the 
college to prevent members of the 
caretaking staff from organizing a 
union, and succeeded. 

Although Rcchdale Is co-opera- 
tively owned and operated 11 docs 
not, like most co-ops require Its 
members todo housekeeping chores; 
Instead, It employs several dozen 
full-time employees. 

Because of the college's preca- 
rious financial status and Us uns- 
table politics, Roclidalc had not of- 
fered much ]ob security to Its staff. 

"The staff are all agreed on Ihc 
need for Job security," Wernlck 
Bald,"tliey are only divided oi 
Idea of unionizing." 

"1 once saw It (Roclidale) as an 
educational experiment; now I see II 
as a slurji landlord. I stopped seeing 
It as a progressive educational ex- 
periment and started seeing It as an 
Instrument of counter-Insurgency." 

In addition to Us antl-unlon posi- 
tion, Wernlck said, other flaws are 
evident in the operation of Rochdale. 

"The culture of this Uiildlng, for 
all its radical rhetoric. Is Ineffably 
bourgeois; It Is escapist—the res- 
ponse to an exploitative society and 
an unsatisfying social situation Is 
wlthdrawl without any attempt to 
confront that society," lie said. 

"Most people do not believe that 
material reality exists, or that It Is 
intelligible," lie said. 

The general manager of RocMole 
jommented: "as far as I am con- 
cerned, we realize the bencQIs of 
unlonl^dng if andwhenRochdalepco- 
pIe feel it is needed. It was hoped 
however, ttiat a less rigid and more 
humane work system could be deve-

In a series of decisions hand(-d 
down-liy an administration tenure 
committee four professors within 
the department liave l)oen denied 
tenure and further ronuwal of con- 
tract— three other professors, In- 
cluding a sliident-aci:lalmed(loparl- 
menl head, have twKtn granted only 
one-year conditional renewals of 
contract, and one other professor 
has l)oen denied promotion. 

In all cases, tlie tenure derisions 
were made on the lasts of doubts 
alwut the teachim: orscliolastii:al)l- 
Uty of the professors, allhouch all 
have l>een highly ranked liy llielrcol- 
leagues and one, Kathleen XXAbor- 
le, has an international reputation. 
Aberle, co-autlior of one Ixwkand 
autliorotapproxlmately 30 scholarly 
articles, was fired because of "un- 
resolvable doubts concerning the 
quality of her academic procedu- 
rec" 

Another of the dismissed faculty, 
Jolm Leggett, hatl just received a 
$7,000 Canada Council grant to con- 
tinue research on the attitudes of 
the working class In Vancouver, for 
a book to be pubUshed next year. 
"We arebelngpurgcd," said Mor- 
decal Brelmburg, acclaimed headof 
ttie PSA department by faculty and 
students, tticn denied the post by an 
administration committee; now 
given aone-yoar conditional renewal 
of contract. 

"Anyone who has the least 
familiarity with Ihe dLsclpllne of an- 
thropology Is aware that Professor 
Katlileen Aberle Is Internationally 
rejected for her scholarship. Peo- 
ple familiar with the discipline of 
sociology are aware that Professor 
Leggett, who lias just received a$l, 
000 research grant from ttie Canada 
Council easily saUsfles the criteria 
of competence In his profession. 
Yet both these faculty, along with 
others In the department, have l>cen 
fired. 

"Theunlverslty committees which 
made the decisions," he said, "are 
less competent than PSA students to 
make judgements on tenure, tnd han-

"Tlio question Is not wlietlier peo- 
ple ai:ree or disaiTce wlththevlews 
of particular PSA faculty. Theques- 
tion Is whether tills university will 
tolerate dissent, or wlictlier It will 
v|ol2t(.- all standards of academic 
fi .-edom and estalillsh a monolithic 
conformity, 

"Wliy does tliis administration re- 
fuse to tolerate even one democra- 
tli-ally organized and academically 
competent department. 

Tlie dispute over the PSA depart- 
ment culmlnatliii'. In the tenure de- 
cisions, first started to reacti boi- 
ling point this summer, wlien the ad- 
ministration of SFU declared Ihe de- 
partment to iM.- Incapable of handling 
Its own affairs and assunH.-d direct 
control cf Its operations. 

Tenu;e decisions readied within 
the department would not be raUfled 
until the department changed Its In- 
ternal procedures, the administra- 
tion said implying an end to the to- 
tal student parity then operating. 
"Student parity would never have 
resulted In the gross injustice and 
academically Indole nsible recom- 
mendations mode by these faculty 
committees," Brelmburg said. 
"Tlie action of these commlUees Is 
an argument for student parity, not 
ofrainst IL" 

The PSA department has rcspoa- 
ded to the administration's action 
with a circular putting forward 
four demands of Us own: 
an end to the administration trustee- 
ship of the department and re-los- 
taUon of Brelmberg as chairman of 
the department. 

acceptance of recommendations ma- 
de by the PSA elections and tenure 
committee (composed of students 
and faculty oti a parity basis) 
a fundamental recognition at SFU 
that cxperlemental practices in or- 
ganizational and educatlCHial proce- 
dures should be encouraged and not 
repressed. 

The statement was signo<t by 12 
mcmtwrs of the department, as well 
as three vlslUng faculty members. 
The PSA department planned to 
hold an informational meeting Wed- 
nesday to Inform students and other 
memliers of the SFU community of 
the situation.

la answer to your questionnaire 
which was sent to me as Dean of 
Students of University of Sudbury 
College, on November 30th. last, 
I was of the opinion that it was ne- 
cessary to present your views to the 
Student <^tfairs Comm. of our Col** 
lege for study and suggestions* The 
Shjdent AffUrs Committee met on 
the 6 th of December and on the fol- 
lowing meeting of the 29th of Janua- 
ry. The Committee did appreciate 
the seriousness shown and the effort 
put Into your questionnaire. And 
even if we became aware of the fact 
that we could not answer directly, 
we feel secure enough In thinking 
about and discussing of the whole 
problem ^Involved as to offer you 
the following statement of policy ^ 
of the Shident AflEiIrs Committee

We, as a College, will be ready 
and glad to accept enrollment of 
any student, whether attached to a 
Faculty or to a School, of Lauren- 
tian University, on this campus. In 
our College; 

However, we would req^lre the 
College fee (to t>e given to the Uni- 
versity of Sudbury College Shjdeot 
Association). The official enroll- 
ment should be approved (signed) 
by the Registrar of this College; 

We, Shidents, faculty and Adml- 
nlstraUoo, would consider this en^ 
roUment In our College a great ad- 
vantage for l»th the students and the 
College; 

And, whatever happens, the stu^ 
dent's personal Interests should be 
foremost In our mind and freedom 
of choice should remain with the 
student* 

That Is the policy unanimously 
recognized by the Committee. It 
seems to us, then, tliat the official 
adoption of this policy should resol- 
ve any problem 4bout whether a shi- 
dent belonging to a School will be 
able to live In his residence* We 
hope, moreover, that by replying to 
you in this way, we recognize that 
there are threereallties to which a 
shident must belong: The Colleges, 
the Faculty or School, and the Uni- 
versity.

Cheating is the most effective is- 
sue for radicals to organise around 
In the nnlverslty next yeAX, If hand- 
led properly it not only serves as a 
ndlcallzlng gesture* J»t Is at root 
a concept ^tb wMch every student 
can IdentUy^ It speaks concretely 
to his experiences and the objective 
way a university functions. 

The exam Is the basis of the uni- 
versity. This is not only In terms 
of how It and marks operate inapo- 
wer way to screw the students' 
beads, although It might be nice to 
take this pressure off students so 
they could operate In a lessoppres- 
sed manner—able to leaiUi no lon- 
ger subject to the professor's defl- 
nttlon of reality and what the univer- 
sity Is about. We must lay aside 
that kind of pipe dream and deal 
with what can bo done. After all this 
Is the year of less radicalism In 
COS. 

The student is told that his mark 
oo the exam Is an indication of how 
much he has learned. Ele knows 
ftirther that the higher this mark Is 
the better things are for him, In 
terms of scholarships. Jobs and how 
soon he gets his degree which is what 
he came to university for In the first 
place. ' 

People cheat at university. Some 
carry crib notes. Others get some- 
one else to write the exam for them. 
Some sleep witli the professor* So- 
me steal a copy of the exam before- 
hand* Most merely try to get the 
professor to tell them wliat's on the 
exam P^WiU there be any tjuestlons 
on chapter thrceT^'etcJ or try to 
gu«5s the professor ('Mfe sure 
spent a lot of time on dlffercntlalG^ 
there'll probably t>e something on 



that"). 

Mo^ of these methods are Ineffl- 
clent» Immoral* degrading or dange- 
roosp lids then is not what I mean 
when I say we should be organising 
around cheating Most students are 
already convinced that the campus 
rwllcals are Ineffldent, Imrooralt 
degrading or dangerous. 

Besides all of these are compe- 
titive. (Not that we can chance spea- 
king out against conq>etitiveness^ but 
we can probably appeal to. the fiact 
that these are all otivlonsly^unfUr' 
forms of competition.) 

The exam ohstensIve|y measures what 
what the student has learned about vhat 
what Is being examined^ primarily 
between when he started the course 
and when he writes the exam. 



My Initial proposal is that when 
the exam is passed around all the 
students gather together, discuss the 
questions and come to an agreement 
on the parameters and q)eclflcs of 
an answer, operatlngundertheprln- 
clple that "one head is less heads 
than many heads'\ They could even 
farm out the answer under anumber 
of topics In the way a CUS Congress 
divides Into commtsslofis and have 
their own ^style^ committee. 

To make the answers t>etter (and 
therefor the marks higher which is 
the object of the whole game, since 
the students will have demonstrated 
they have learned more) they could 
also bring to the examlnatlbo room 
books, readings and people with 
knowledge in the area being exami- 
ned so Uiat they can broaden the sco- 
pe of their answers. 

Such a process may take longer 
than your average exam nowadays, 
but then the university should be ap- 
proachable on the grounds that It's 
all In the Interest of higher marks 
for the students. In this case sfai- 
dcnts could be sent out for food, cof- 
fee^ cigarettes, etc. and when shi- 
donts went home for supper and 
sleep they could discuss the problem 
with even more people.

The best 
way of knowing what's on the exam is 
to write thething yourself— this also 
should bedooe collectively* Now this 
may seem like some kind of radical 
for mayttt 70% of university stu- 
dents. They may look askance when 
you suggest It. 

But there are real kinds of fnhe* 
rent advantages which will rally thft 
really powerfttl forces in the univer- 
sity to your side.
